This tape is supposed to be a practise but its not fat off demo quality. The vocals(which 
aren't even shouted Jare especially clear. It comes with 2 A4 sheets folded up into a co- 
ver, and has 9 trax."Altercation" starts the tape off with a nice Jerky little guitar ana 
an insistent little tune . . really good...(not worth dropping lads)..."Fating Shit"is à 
lot faster and is about, well, the title says it all.,,another good'un, "Headache Piljs" 
is my favourite irack with a really memorable guitar line, and the music really fits the 
song, nice 'n atmospheric, "Insatiable Government" isn't anywhere near as good, but "S1]. 
ence"(lyrics 2 pages back) has some interesting lead guitar and a simple but effective 
bass intro. Hey Joe" is a slow one sounding like early 70's dross (dig that lead!) while 
"Your Solution" is bouncy enough yet a cataclysmic Chorus would make it a classic, Then 
comes "Anathema" which is another nifty song, lyrically AND musically, this is the stuff, 
and finally theres "Useless Slaughter" which is "Headache Pills" with a new name, but i'm 
certainly not complaining? Yup, a really good debut tape, definately worth checking out,

HOPE INA HOPELESS WoRLD demo/ive by... DAN... 


I'd only heard the likes of'Jesus was a Hippy'before this, and i'd read a couple of not- 
So-serious interviews, so I expected this to be a bit off the wall. Not so, Lyrically, 
Dan can be as biting, down to earth, and thought provoking as anyone else, as the accom- 
panying booklet shows, The musical side of things, well, a couple of listens were need- 
ed on my part, probably cos i'd just spent the whole morning listening to the latest 

in Swedish thrash?! but soon i'd adapted me ears and was able to appreciate the subtle 
qualities of Dan, The first point of note is that theres 3 different singers,2 male and 
1 female,who sing seperately AND together giving the tape a bit of variety. The songs 
themselves are about important issues such as patriotism,self-oppression,sexual-orpress- 
10n, religion, and general biind stupidi ty, but its music to listen to rather than to throw 
manic fits of hyperactivity to,which is a more effective way of getting the messages 
across. Some i1teresting sounds on bere, Still, none as impressive as'Heretic'-the only 
original Dan tune on show. me live side(recorded in the same place as the demo except 
with an audience)has a bit more bite with the amps turned up louder,and shows just how 
popular they are in Darlington,so you get 80 odd minutes of music f'yer money, And the 
cost of it? Well,options are: £1.40 + sae,fl + sae (without the booklet) or a C90 + 40p 
(For the printed stuff) + sae.Theres 5 addresses, but I got it from,..Ian,ll Salutation 
Road, Darlington, Co Durham. You might even be lucky & get some xmas leftovers chucked in!

The idea behind this tape is to get you lot who think that you only get good punk bands 
in England to think otherwise. The idea ia a good one cos there are some great bands ar- 
ound the world,but i'm not sure that many of the bands here are among them.Still,you get 
30 tracks so theres bound to be something to your liking here. The Rest from Berlin pro- 
vide some great guitar riffs, likewise do KBO, who stick some catchy vocals on as well, 
including some prime belching! Other really good bands are The Detonators, Crash Box, 
and Terveet Kadet but the production really lets them down here. The tape comes with a

What can I say? Personally i'm not crazy about tapes but this ones a joy to listen to, 
An hour of a band I hadn't heard before seemed a bit too "ch I thought, yet this stays 
enjoyable right through to the end. One reason for this is that theres also a couple of 
interviews with the band on here, and instead of being lumped together, you get varying 
lengths of conversation after every song, a really good idea that works perfectly. As 
for the music, well its a history of the Stupids' first year, from January-December 1964 
and contains songs recorded live, at rehearsals and in the studio, They seem to be a 
pretty energetic bunch, influenced by mainly American bands (especially da Ramones ?), 
and they zip through a surprising amount of good solid tunes at assorted speeds before 
absolutely blowing yer mind with their October studio recordings. These 3 trax are amo- 
ngst the most powerful thrash attacks that i've heard, and yet they're as tight as you 
covld hope for with some great singing on top, Brilliant! If you buy tapes at all then 
this ones a must, and if you don't, well maybe this is where you should start. To round

Best track is probably'goverment 
lies'. Indecent Assault are a similar type of band, though maybe a bit rougher, and also 
you get their chantalong choruses, so whos complaining? Distinctive. Then we have Onsi- 
aught, well you should have heard these by now, If not, then heres your chance. They've 
got to be one of the most powerful thrash bands in Britain at the moment,and here we've 
got 4 trax sounding like something off the first GEH LP ‘cept more intense. . Huch more. 
Feud however rely on a guitar sound more like UK Decay, and it works pretty well for'em 
since they're the most musical band on show. A good singer and interesting songs makes 
them more adventurous than most. A bit boring at first but then they're bound to be af- 
ter Onslaught! Anathema end the tape, and nicely too. Good songs, well Structured, and 
nice'n'bouncy, You'll have read their tape review so I needn't say any more, All tracks 
are excellent sound quality so send yer £1 + sae to Lol,64 Cambridge Ave,New Malden,Su- 
rrey,KT3.

for fame and pop stardom, and as long as we can entertain crowds at gigs then 1t is en- 
ough to keep us going. I suppose that living in Scotland has its drawbacks as well, but 
we know we can play better and put on a better all-round performance than the majority 
of bands k,cking about just now, Also we have had to change the line-up to keep things 
running smoothly and that must account for about a year wasted teaching the wrong peo- 
ple, Anyway, all being well we should be working with the TEST-TUBES and THE FITS so 
there could be a new single out in a couple of months.
